Narrative begins on the following page. 
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The last week of June 2010, SA McDonald drafted a search warrant application and 
warrant for the Robert and Rita Rassier farm of 29748 91 st Avenue in St. Joseph 
Township in St. Joseph, Minnesota, Stearns County. There also was a section of land 
adjacent to the Rassier farm that was owned by Robert and Rita Rassier in October of 
1989, (22912 91 st Avenue, St. Joseph Township, St. Joseph, Minnesota, Stearns 
County) it was since sold to their son Anthony, and which a warrant was also drafted for 
the property. The warrants were reviewed by Stearns County Attorney Janelle Kendall 
and some of her staff and approved. The warrants were presented to the Honorable 
Judge Hayden and which the warrants were approved and signed. While being 
reviewed by Judge Hayden, she wanted to ask SA McDonald some additional questions. 
A digital recorder was activated in which Judge Hayden asked SA McDonald additional 
questions. That was later transcribed and attached to the warrant/application. Both 
warrants were sealed by the authority of Judge Hayden in which presently they will be 
kept at the MNBCA Alexandria Field Office by SA McDonald. 

On June 30^, 2010 at 7:35 A.M., Investigators began executing the search warrants. A 
Stearns County Deputy was placed at the end of the driveway at the Rassier farm and 
did document all individuals coming to and from the property while authorities were 
executing the search warrants. See attached list for complete details. 

There were multiple agencies involved in the search; the primary individuals were from 
the following departments. From the Stearns County Sheriffs Office, Captain Pam 
Jensen, Detective Dan Winkels, Detective Robert Dickhaus and Detective Vic Weiss. 
From Minnesota BCA, SA Ken McDonald, Bill O’Donnell, Crime Scene Team Leader 
Lindsey Garfield, Crime Scene Team Members Beth Wolf and Steve Swenson. From 
the FBI, Special Agent Shane Ball, Jay Brunn, Brian Kinny, Matt Parker, Rex Stockham 
and Chad Schlietsiek. From the National Center of Missing and Exploited Children, Lee 
Manning and Henry Schmidt. Contracted dog handlers through the FBI, Marion Beland 
and Lisa Higgins. 

By design the primary officer that would be speaking with any Rassier family members, 
especially Dan Rassier, was Captain Pam Jensen. She was equipped with a recording 
device in attempt to record as much of the conversations as possible. Those 
conversations were later placed onto a CD and transcribed. See attached copies of 
transcription for complete details. 

While executing the search warrants Shane Ball of the FBI was in charge of the dog 
handlers. It was determine the dog handlers would also be writing a report documenting 
their activities. See that report for details. 

MNBCA was assigned to document and collect any evidence. Team Leader Lindsey 
Garfield took possession of all evidence that was gathered. See the Crime Scene Team 
Leader’s report for details. 

The search continued all day on June 30 th , 2010. The complete search could not be 
conducted in one day. Stearns County Deputies did remain on scene and kept the 
property secure overnight until the early morning hours of July 1, 2010. Deputies 
continued to document individuals coming in and out of the search area. 
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The beginning of the second day of search Robert and Rita along with Dan Rassier 
were present. Robert Rassier was making some threats that involved firearms. It was 
determined that they should be asked to leave the property for the safety of all 
individuals processing the scene. Robert and Rita were told to leave, and which they 
did. The majority of this conversation was captured on Captain Jensen’s recording 
device, see transcription for details. 

Dan Rassier later returned to the property and spent a majority of time speaking with 
Captain Pam Jensen, see her report for details. 

On July 1, 2010 there was a decision made that processing the dirt and ash pile for 
evidence would take several days. Therefore approximately fifty to sixty yards of ash 
and dirt were seized and placed at the Stearns County Public Works building at 455 
20^ Avenue South in Waite Park to be processed at a later date. On July 1, 2010 at 
8:30 A.M., SA McDonald did take photographs of the dirt pile prior to it being removed. 
SA McDonald also took photographs of the area in which the dirt was taken afterwards. 
Detective Dan Winkels was assigned the task of keeping the chain of custody of the dirt 
that was seized, see his report for details. 

On July 1, 2010 it was determined there was sufficient probable cause to obtain a 
search warrant for the residence located on the Robert and Rita farm. SA McDonald did 
present an application warrant to Judge Hayden in which the application and warrant 
was signed and once again a sealing order was placed on the documents. That warrant 
will also be kept by SA McDonald at the Alexandria Field Office. 

While searching the Rassier home some printed emails and papers were taken. 

However Captain Pam Jensen obtained consent from Dan Rassier and took possession 
of those papers. See her report for details. 

On June 30, 2010 at 1:20 P.M., Rick Rassier the son of Robert and Rita was present on 
the farm and SA McDonald did provide him with a copy of the warrant for the property. 

On July 1, 2010 at 5:50 P.M., SA McDonald gave a copy of the warrant and evidence 
receipt for Anthony Rassier’s property to Anthony. And on July 1, 2010 at 5:45 P.M., SA 
McDonald gave a copy of the warrant and receipts for the home and property to Dan 
Rassier in the presence of Robert Rassier. 

On July 19, 2010, investigators began sifting through the dirt/ash looking for physical 
evidence. Each day the individuals present were documented on a sign in sheet. The 
search lasted through the full week until July 23, 2010 and then concluded on July 26, 
2010. See attached copy of sign in sheet for complete details. All evidence collected 
was retained by Crime Scene Team Leader Lindsey Garfield, see her report for details. 
SA McDonald did periodically take photographs of the process which will be placed on a 
CD and kept in the Stearns County Sheriffs Department property room. 

On July 27, 2010, SA McDonald contacted Dr. Barbara O’Connell who is a biological 
anthropologist through the Department of Anthropology, Hamline University, St. Paul, 
Minnesota. SA McDonald made a request for Dr. O’Connell to view the bones that were 
obtained as a result of sifting through the dirt and ash. 



On Monday, August 2, 2010, Dr, O’Connell did meet with SA McDonald, Lindsey 
Garfield, Beth Wolf, Steve Swanson along with Stearns County Sheriff John Sanner and 
Captain Pam Jensen, also present was Dr. Victor Froloff of the Ramsey County Medical 
Examiner’s Office. Upon reviewing the items that were seized it was determined that 
there were six hundred and seventeen total bones/bone fragments observed. Dr. 
O’Connell did write a report documenting her observations, see attached copy of report 
for complete details. Further testing may be done on the bones seized. Investigation 
continues.

T he objective of the examination was to determine the human vs. non-human identification of the 
bones recovered and to develop a biological profile (sex, age, stature, etc.) of any identified human 
bones, t he bones/bone fragments were examined on Monday, August 2, by Dr. Froloff and Dr 
U Connell using gross macroscopic observations and a hand lens. Diagnostically non-human bones 
were idenpfied and a sub-set of bones lacking diagnostic traits was set apart for additional observation. 

n e nes ay, ugust 4, Barbara O Connell returned to the RCMEO and reviewed this subset of 
bones. Seven bone fragments from this subset were separated for additional comparative 
o servation/analysis with the human bone comparative collection at Hamline University. Agent

Results 

Non-bone Objects/Material 

Approximately 50 objects or pieces of material are not bone and were removed from further 
observation. This material includes small rocks, woody sticks, burned plastic-like material and a 
broken ceramic piece. The recovered material also includes a dental appliance, antique-like in 
appearance, with two ceramic/plastic teeth including one molar and one incisor. A forensic dentist or 
archaeologist may be able to identify and date this object. 

1 wo pieces of what appear to be desiccated skin or soft tissue are present. Further identification, 
including hydration of this material, may be performed by the RCMEO per a discussion between 
Agent McDonald and Ramsey County Medical Examiner, Dr. Michael McGee on Monday, August 2. 

Bone Material 

Approximately 617 bones or bone fragments were recovered and observed. Bone material includes 
bones/bone fragments that range in size from approximately <2mm to ~ 140mm. Bone material is both 
urned and unburned. Burned bones evince a range of burning from charred to calcined. Bones/bone 
fragments identified as non-human represent animals which range in size from small to medium-sized 
mammals and include very small rodents. Species identification was not attempted as it was deemed 
not relevant to the objectives of this recovery. A few (2-3) larger non-human mammal bones evince 
modern cut/butchering marks. Much of the burned bone is heavily fragmented and retained no 
observable diagnostic morphological detail relevant to identification as human vs. non-human. This 
me uded approximately 40% of the total bone/bone fragments recovered and approximately 57% of the 

total unbumed bone/bone fragments recovered. See Table 1 and summary of unburned and burned 
bone results below. 

Unburned Bone/Bone Fragments 

About 30% or 181 of the 617 bones/bone fragments observed were unbumed. All unburned bone/bone 
fragments were identified as non-human. 

Burned Bone/Bone Fragments 

About 70% or 436 of the approximately 617 bones/bone fragments observed were burned 
Approximately 43% of the burned bones/bone fragments (186 of 436) were identified as non-human. 

e remaining 57% (250 of 436) burned bone fragments were not determinable regarding human vs. 
non-human identification. This bone material was highly fragmented and did not retain any diagnostic 
characteristics for identification as human vs. non-human. 

See Table 1 for summary of these identification results including bone element summary of both 
unbumed and burned identified bone. 

Summary Conclusion 

Approximately 617 bones and/or bone fragments were recovered and observed. No definitively 
diagnostic human bone is present in this material. 

Comment 

d he high percentage of not determinable bone fragments, 40% of the total bone material recovered 
should not be viewed as a negative outcome of this recovery and analysis but rather as an artifact of the 
careful and complete recovery of bone material by the investigative team from the site recovery area 
fins effort resulted in the recovery of numerous small fragments in which the probability of retaining 
any diagnostic anatomical features is very low. h

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On November 13, 2012 Special Agent Kenneth McDonald was provided information from investigators at 
the Lino Lakes correctional facility regards to the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. 

Information provided was that inmate Vernon Mudgett had been talking with his cellmate Darren Rose. 

Rose told Mudgett that he watched some type of television show about the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. 
Rose said that they would never find him. Rose also indicated that he was working the area where Jacob 
Wetterling was taken painting bridges. Rose also mentioned that he spent time fishing in St. Joseph area. 

Agent McDonald made contact with Department of Corrections investigator Tara Murphy and obtained 
DOC background information on Rose. Rose does have a conviction involving criminal sexual conduct with 
teenage boys. See attached documents for details. 

Agent McDonald referred to the database on the Wetterling investigation, along with local Steams County 
records and found no connection with Rose to the investigation or the area of St. Joseph/St. Cloud, 
Minnesota. 

On November 20, 2012 at 1 PM. Agent McDonald met with Rose within the Lino Lakes Correctional 
facility. Agent McDonald explained to Rose the nature of the interview advised Rose that he did not have to 
speak with agent McDonald if you do not wish to. Rose understood and voluntarily spoke with agent 
McDonald, the conversation was not recorded. 

Rose acknowledged that he was watching a program on TV about the abduction of Jacob Wetterling and 
several inmates discussed it afterwards. He made no comment that he had knowledge of the abduction of 
Jacob Wetterling nor did he make any comment that would lead people to believe that he had been involved 
or knowledge of it. He has not worked or been in the area of St Joseph in 1989. 

Rose said that he worked for R&R bridges from 1986 through June 1989. From June 1989 until December 
1989 he was employed by Soo Line railroad. In October 1989 believes he was putting in crossings in 
Wabasha, Minnesota area living out of motels. 

After the conversation with Rose, Agent McDonald requested is phone call recordings. Agent McDonald 
did receive recordings of 18 phone calls Rose made from November 20, 2012 through December 6, 2012. 
Agent McDonald listened to all of them. On November 29, 2012 Rose did make a phone call to Nick, 
presumably his son. During that conversation, he did mention that BCA and come and spoke with him about 
the Wetterling abduction. He speculated a roommate was trying to quote “peg” the crime on him. He denied 
doing it and hoped that the BCA did not think that he did do it. 

Agent McDonald did not find any additional information that Rose was involved with the abduction of 
Jacob Wetterling. Therefore, this lead will be in active at this time.

In May 2013, the Steams County Sheriff s Office received report reference John Rouse being responsible 
for the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. Steams County Detective Dennis Kern interviewed Keri Ekse, in 
which she relayed that she had a conversation with Rouse and he was implicating himself as being 
responsible for the abduction of Jacob Wetterling, see detective Kems report for further details. 

Rouse was also investigated by the Steams County Sheriffs Office and the FBI in 1990. At that time, Rouse 
said he was at church in Milaca Minnesota at the time of the abduction. It is unclear why he was reported in 
1990. See attached reports on the investigation in 1990 for details. 

On July II, 2013 Special Agent Kenneth McDonald checked with Grand Rapids Police and the Sheriffs 
Office for any type of contacts they may have had with Rouse. He was mentioned in some type of traffic 
related incident, and no others. 

On July 12, 2013 Special Agent Kenneth McDonald met w'ith Rouse at Evergreen Terrace 2801 South 
Hwy. 169 in Grand Rapids Mimiesota and obtained a verbal statement from him. Agent McDonald inquired 
if he made comments to Ekse regarding being responsible for the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. Rouse 
acknowledge that he knows Ekse, however, has not seen her for approximate two years. He is never told her 
or anybody that he is responsible for the abduction of Jacob Wetterling, or harming any child. 

The day in which Jacob was abducted, Rouse said that he was attending church in Milaca Minnesota, and 
was investigated by the FBI shortly after the abduction. Rouse could not think of any reason why people 
were implicating him for the abduction and would be willing to take any type of polygraph examination to 
clear his name. No further investigation will be conducted at this time.

Semler at her residence of 21502 Semler Rd. in Deerwood Minnesota and obtained a verbal statement from 
her. Semler acknowledged that she knew Duane Hart as Dewey. She became acquainted with him because 
her son Raymond Semler also is in the. Mabel Semler said she was also 

introduced to another .... William Boots. She does communicate with these in the 

individuals via phone and will do favors for them. 

Mabel Semler said that approximate one year ago she received a call from William Boots with a message 
from Duane Hart requesting her to obtain Hart’s personal belongings that were with a Joseph Gieseke in the 
Twin Cities metro area. There was also mentioned of an attorney and there was some confusion if Gieseke 
was the attorney or the individual that had the property. Mabel Semler said that her husband Dwight Semler 
went down and obtained the property and brought it back to their home in Deerwood. 

In June 2014 Mabel Semler acknowledged she did receive a call from Duane Hart requesting that she sell 
his property. It was her understanding anything she did not sell she could keep or get rid of. Special Agents 
inquired if there were any type of children clothing within the property. Mabel Semler said that there was 
not any children’s property within the Hart property.

Special Agent s did look through the boxes containing Duane Hart property. Special Agents did not find 
any items that related to Jacob Wetterling and or adolescent children. Special Agent McDonald did take 

some photographs of some of the items marked as item 28 . 1 . 

On September 8, 2014 Special Agent McDonald provided the information they learned from Mabel Semler 
to Stearns County Capt. Pam Jensen. Jensen did a follow-up investigation as to where the property may 
have come from in the Twin Cities metro area.

Presently Johnson may live with his mother Gretchen Griffin, in Florida. Curtis Johnson, his brother also 
presently lives in Orlando, Florida. 

Special Agent McDonald reviewed the investigative file and learned that Johnson was reported to this 
investigation back in 1990. Investigators from the Stearns County Sheriff s Department obtain records from 
the Anoka County Sheriff’s office along with the Columbia Heights Police Department regarding prior 
instances. 


In October 1990, they interviewed Johnson at the Anoka County jail in which he denied any involvement 
with the disappearance of Jacob W etterling. Johnson indicated that at the time of his disappearance was 
working weekends at Tony’s rental in Edina Minnesota. Investigators attempted to verify his alibi in which 
they did not. Indicating the investigation would continue, and no further investigative reports can be located 
as to whether or not Johnson’s alibi could be confirmed.

One of their residence reported that Kenneth Kalenda had 
made comments to them that he s having dreams about Jacob Wetterling. See attached documents from 
Otter Tail County for details. 

Special Agent McDonald did some background to determine if there were any Kalenda’s in the St. Joseph 
area. Andrew Kalenda was identified at 301 10* Ave. SE. in St. Joseph. On May 1,2015 at 4:15 PM SA 
McDonald spoke with Andrew Kalenda at his residence. Andrew Kalenda said that his uncle is Kenneth 
Kalenda and has never spoken to him about the Jacob Wetterling abduction. Andrew Kalenda said that he 
lived in Princeton Minnesota in 1989 and moved to St. Joseph approximately 15 years ago. Andrew 
Kalenda believed Kenneth Kalenda also lived in Princeton in 1989. He was unaware of any connection 
Kenneth Kalenda may have the St. Joseph, St. Cloud area. 


Background on Kenneth Kalenda indicated he was charged with the criminal sexual conduct in Sherburne 
County with a meal in 1987 in which the complaint is attached to this case file. 


On May 12 th 2015 at 10:45 AM Special Agent Kenneth McDonald and Otter Tail County Sheriff Lieut. 

Barry Fitzgibbons met with Kenneth Kalenda at his residence of 40396 110 th St. in Evansville Minnesota 
and obtained a verbal statement from him. 

Investigators explained to Kalenda that they received a tip that he may be having dreams about Jacob 
Wetterling. Kalenda did not recall speaking with anybody recently about these dreams however did admit 
that shortly after the abduction in 1989 he did have a dream that Jacobs bones were in his back was he lived 
in Princeton Minnesota. Investigators inquired further if he recently had been speaking with individuals 
about these dreams in which Kalenda said that he did not remember doing so. The only individual he may 
have spoken to would be Larry McCalla from Clitherall who he goes ice fishing with. 

Investigators obtained some background information from Kalenda. In 1989 he said he was living with his 
wife Susan Kalenda now deceased, in Princeton Minnesota off-highway 95 however, could not remember 
specifically the address. He was living with his stepchildren Rachel and Matthew Brown. He worked at 
Crystal cabinets in Princeton Minnesota as a cabinet maker. He drove a blue van, a white Mazda pickup, 
and a red Ford pickup. Some of his relatives include his brothers Andrew, Edward, Gerald, Richard and his 
nephew William Kalenda. All of these relatives live within Minnesota and he also has another brother Ernie 
Kalenda who has most often lived in New York. 

Kenneth Kalenda denied having any knowledge with the abduction of Jacob Wetterling other than the 
dream he had in 1989. Records reflect that Kenneth Kalenda has not been mentioned in the Jacob 
Wetterling abduction prior to this. Nor is any information to connect Kalenda to the St. Joseph area 1989, 
therefore this will be kept as a matter of information at this time.

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On August 28, 2015 enforcement investigators had a signed search warrant to execute at the Danny 
Heinrich residence of 55 Maryland Ave. S., Annandale. The warrant also included obtaining a DNA sample 
from Heinrich. 

On August 28, 2015 at approximately 8:36 AM Special Agent Kenneth McDonald and Capt. Pam Jensen 
made contact with Heinrich at his place of business Buffalo Veneer and Plywood in Buffalo Minnesota. 
During the contact with Heinrich four different recording devices were used. Capt. Jensen had a hat pin 
recording on her person labeled as item 44.2. Special Agent Kenneth McDonald had a hand held digital 
recorder in DSS format marked as item ordered 4.1 along with a key card recorder marked as item 44.4. 

Heinrich was given a copy of the search warrant and was asked if he be willing to open his residence for 
law enforcement. Heinrich agreed and left work and drove himself to his residence in Annandale. Special 
Agent McDonald and Capt. Jensen drove separately to the residence arriving at approximately 9:06 AM. 

While at the residence Heinrich voluntarily opened his home. It was explained to him that he did not have to 
remain present or speak with investigators.

During the conversation Agent McDonald did obtain a DNA swab from Heinrich marked as item 44.5 and 
was later turned into the MN BCA lab. 

Investigators continue to sit with Heinrich on a table just outside of his residence there wasn’t a lot of other 
small talk conversation that occurred. Heinrich did consume approximately 2 to 3 beers over the span of 
time. I he conversation with Heinrich ended approximately 2:30 PM when the search warrant was complete. 
Investigators left as Heinrich continued to sit at the table. 

During this contact with Heinrich there were times agent McDonald or Capt. Jensen left the table therefore 
there recording device on the person would not include the entire conversation. At no time was Heinrich 
sitting alone. The recording device Capt. Jensen had on her person was transcribe and attached to this case 
file please review that for complete details.

She said she had information from Department of corrections inmate 
Gary Howard about the kidnapping of Jacob Wetterling. 

Howard has reported that he has feelings any powerful voice within that Lewis Rogers may be involved in 
the abduction of Jacob Wetterling, In 1989 Rogers was living on a reservation near Red Lake. On or about 
the time Jacob was abducted two of his daughters came to visit him and afterwards he brought them back to 
the Metro area, Howard feels that Rogers would’ve traveled through the St. Cloud St. Joseph area at the 
time. Rogers did not return to the area where he resided after the abduction. 

Agent McDonald reviewed the name index on the Wetterling investigation file and Rogers has not 
previously been mentioned. Agent McDonald check with local law enforcement records at the time of 1989 
and there’s no contact with Rogers in the area. A criminal history was run on Rogers and he has no criminal 
sexual conduct crimes. Rogers has since deceased and there’s no information to indicate he may be involved 
in the abduction. At this point investigation this information will be kept as a matter of information.

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On Friday, December 4^, 2015 at 1600 hours, MNBCA SSA Gary Swanson received a 
phone call from MN BCA SA Ken McDonald. SA McDonald was requesting that SSA 
Swanson contact Esme Murphy, a reporter from WCCO TV news and make 
arrangements to meet with her and pick up several items of evidence she had obtained 
reference the Jacob Wetterling investigation. 

SA McDonald stated that WCCO had come into possession of a hand ax or hatchet that 
had been removed from the Danny Heinrich residence by his brother David. Somehow 
this hatchet had changed possession and now somehow Esme Murphy from WCCO TV 
had possession. Esme Murphy stated that when she gained possession of the hatchet 
she and a cameraman assigned to the story for WCCO noticed what they believed to be 
possibly blood on the underside of the cutting head of the hatchet. Esme Murphy 

identified the cameraman as Garrett Young, also employed by WCCO. 

SSA Swanson made contact with Esme Murphy by telephone and was advised of the 
following. After Danny Heinrich’s arrest, his brother David was attempting to clean out 
the house of possessions. David Heinrich provided two unknown individuals with this 
hand ax and a trench coat that belonged to Danny Heinrich. These two individuals who 
gained possession of these two items then contacted WCCO TV and eventually spoke 
with Esme Murphy. Esme Murphy and cameraman Garrett Young then traveled to Cold 
Spring and interviewed these two individuals and shot film of these items removed from 
the Heinrich residence. During the filming of this story these individuals requested that 
Esme Murphy take custody of these items. Esme Murphy and cameraman Garrett 
Young did in fact take custody of these items and transportedthem back to the WCCO 
studios located at 90 South llth Street in downtown Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Esme Murphy stated that the trench coat that they took custody of from the two 
unidentified individuals in Cold Spring is connected with this investigation due to the fact 
that early on, shortly after Jacob Wetterling was abducted, investigators interviewed a 
Kevin and Marlene Gwost. Kevin and Marlene Gwost are members of a polka band 
known as the Night Owls. The Night Owls were among the headliners at a polka festival 
attended by approximately five hundred people on the night of the Wetterling abduction 
in St. Joseph. According to Murphy the Night Owls finished their performance at about 
5:00 P.M. and left the area. While they were traveling out of the area at approximately 
5:30 P.M. they stopped at the Tom Thumb Gas Station which was two blocks away from 
where they were performing. While at the gas station Marlene Gwost noticed a 
suspicious man inside and pointed him out to her husband Kevin. Marlene stated that 
he wasn t looking at anything in the store but was just hanging out in the aisles looking 
over the top of the aisles as to observe what was going on in the store. The Gwost's 
reported this man to the sheriffs office the day after the abduction and Marlene was 
asked to assist in a sketch with the help of a sketch artist of the suspect. Marlene 
stated that this suspicious man was 5’5” to 57” tall with broad shoulders and wearing a 
full length brown coat that did not have a collar. A November 6, 1989 article from the St. 
Cloud Times indicated a man with the same description was inside the same Tom 
Thumb three hours later when Jacob Wetterling 
arrived. 

The day that Danny Heinrich was arrested in Cold Spring for possession of child 
pornography, Marlene Gwost saw his mug shot on TV. After seeing the mug shot 


Marleneis convinced that they are one in the same persons and that her husband Kevin 
states that he is relatively certain it’s the same one but he is not as certain as she is. 

Upon meeting with Esme Murphy at WCCO TV on December 4 th, SSA Swanson took 
custody of both the trench coat and hand ax that had been obtained by the two 
unidentified individuals by WCCO. SSA Swanson repackaged these items in paper 
bags after transporting them to the Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension and 
securing them in a locker. 

On December 7 th, 2015 at approximately 1300 hours, SSA Swanson signed both of 
these items over to Crime Scene Team Leader Lindsey Garfield to be submitted to the 
Minnesota BCA Forensic Science Laboratory for analysis and examination.

During the course of the proffer Pononcello brought up topics that pertain to Heinrich possessing child 
pornography along with him discussing what Pononcello thought was related to the abduction of Jacob 
Wetteriing. Also mention were other miscellaneous comments Heinrich made he felt were unusual and/or 
suspicious When Pononcello was hearing these comments from Heinrich he was in the special housing pod 
of the Sherburne County jail. Other individuals whom may have heard some of the comments were only 
partially identified as Antoine, Doug, Anthony Beck, Curtis Cannon, and Frank. Agent Ball will conduct 
follow up investigation as to their full identity'. 

In summary, Pononcello said Heinrich made the following comments in in no particular order. That he did 
possess firearms believed to be in 1990 at his parent’s residence. Law enforcement conducted a search 
warrant there and missed the one that was kept underneath the stairwell. 

Heinrich spoke about having a conversation with a person known as Dewey about hiding bodies at a sewage 
plant under some plastic were apparently Heinrich once worked. 

Heinrich admitted he Newspaper clippings about the disappearance of Jacob Wetteriing. 

He would have to have a pretty good deal if you are ever to admit to anything, presumably the abduction of 
Jacob Wetteriing. He is also veiy concerned about the vacuum clippings taken by law enforcement from his 
car that may contain DNA. 


Heinrich never denied being involved in the disappearance of Jacob Wetteriing and does admit that he was 
involved in the possession of child pornography. Ponocelio also described Heinrich’s personality as one 
moment he was nice however the next very quick to get angry. 


Heinrich also spoke about why he does not understand why law enforcement is not digging under the shed 
that was located on his parent’s residence at the time of the disappearance of Jacob Wetteriing.

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Previously in the investigations arrangements were made that Danny Heinrich would provide a proffer in 
regards to the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. On September 1, 2016 at approximate 7:15 PM investigators 
and attorneys met with Heinrich at the Sherburne County jail. An agreement was made that no audio video 
recording devices would be allowed during the interview. However, stenographer Paula Richer was hired to 
document the conversation so investigators could receive a copy the transcribed conversation at a later date 
to prepare a written report. BCA Special Agent Kenneth McDonald was assigned to write the report for law 
enforcement. During the interview Agent McDonald presented numerous photographs to Heinrich to aid in 
his memory marked as item 69.1. 

Also present within the interview room was Pam Jensen with the Stearns County Sheriff Office, Shane Ball 
Special Agent with the FBI, Steve Schleicher and Julie Allyn prosecuting attorneys with the United States 
attorneys, and Heinrich’s defense attorneys Reggie Delgato and Katherian Roe. 

Very few notes were taken by investigators during the interview with Heinrich and as of October 26, 2016 
Special Agent Kenneth McDonald was not allowed to have a copy of the transcribe conversation. On 
October 26,2016 Special Agent McDonald was allowed to review a transcript of the conversation at the US 
attorney’s office in St. Paul Minnesota and take some notes. The transcript was reference US district case 
15-340 which was 167 pages long. 

Heinrich admitted to kidnapping and sexually assaulting from Cold Spring Minnesota in 

Januaiy 1989. After that incident a composite was compiled and Heinrich felt it was a close resemblance of 
him therefore he grew a mustache. Additionally, he purchased a .38 caliber snub nosed revolver. 

Heinrich said that on October 22, 1989 at approximately 8 PM he was alone and left his residence in 
Paynesville Minnesota driving his 1982 Ford EXP and he went to the St. Joseph Minnesota area looking for 
a child to molest. He was traveling south on 91 st Ave. in St. Joseph Minnesota in which he knew' from 
previous experience to be a dead-end road. He saw three boys heading the opposite direction towards town 
on 91 st Ave. and believed they would be coming back. 

Heinrich said he pulled in two a driveway which belongs to the Rassier farm. He drove a short distance up 
the driveway turned around and parked facing 91 st Ave. He did not know it was a farm site and he placed 
an X on the map agent McDonald presented indicating where he thought he turned around and parked. At 
no time did he pull up into the farm site of the Rassier’s and turn around. Heinrich said he was wearing a 
black jacket with nylon trim. He had a homemade mask with him along with 38 caliber firearm and 
handcuffs. 

As the three boys returned on 91 st Ave., Heinrich said that he got out of his vehicle put on his mask and 
approach them on foot. His firearm was displayed and he told the boys he had a gun. One of the boys shined 
a light on Heinrich and he knocked that down. He ordered all three boys off their bikes and into the ditch. 
One point one of the boys offered Heinrich a video cassette in which Heinrich declined. Heinrich said he 
did i ; and decided to take Jacob Wetterling because he was in his opinion the 

best looking. Heinrich acknowledged that the tire and shoe impressions left on the Rassier driveway and 
document by law enforcement were his 

Upon telling the other two boys to turn and run he took Jacob by the arm back up the driveway to his 
vehicle. He positioned Jacob against the vehicle and handcuffed him behind his back and placed him in the 
front seat of his vehicle and instructed him to crouch down so no one could see him. Heinrich then took his 
mask off. Investigators question Heinrich if it was at this point Jacob would be able to recognize him and he 
had no intentions of letting him go. Heinrich acknowledged that could very well be. 

Jacob inquired as to what he has done wrong and Heinrich began driving though St, Joseph back out to 
Highway 75 and eventually westbound on Interstate 1-94. Once they were out of town Jacob said that he 
was getting sore Heinrich allowed Jacob to sit up within the vehicle. 


Heinrich said he traveled west on I- 94 to Albany then south on Steams County road 10 into the Paynesville 
area. During his travels he did have a police scanner within his vehicle and heard radio traffic reference the 
abduction. He drove to a gravel pit area that he was familiar with on the northeast corner of Minnesota State 
Highway 23 and Stearns County road 33. 

There he got Jacob out of the vehicle and place some type of blanket or jacket on the ground. He told Jacob 
to undress which he complied. Heinrich said he took some his clothing off and he fondled Jacobs’s genitals 
and made Jacob touch his genitals. Heinrich said this lasted approximately 'A hour when Jacob indicated 
that he was getting cold. He had Jacob get dressed and described the clothing w'hich he was wearing as in 
sweatpants, shirt, red jacket, traffic vest white tube socks and Nike shoes. 

At approximately that time he saw a marked law enforcement squad car with flashing lights go by on 
County Road 33 and this made him panic. While walking behind Jacob back towards the vehicle Jacob 
asked if he could go home. Heinrich said that he would not take him back to St. Joseph however drop him 
off a couple of towns away from St. Joseph at that point Jacob began to cry. 

Heinrich then told Jacob to stop walking because he needed to go to the bathroom. Jacob stopped and was 
not facing him, Heinrich said he then took out the snub-nosed firearm from his pocket and loaded it. He put 
it to the back of Jacob's head and pulled the trigger and he heard a click however it did not fire. Heinrich 
pull the trigger a second and third time firing two rounds into the back of Jacob’s head. Jacob fell to the 
ground and Heinrich said he was dead. Heinrich reason for killing Jacob was he did not want to get caught 
for his crime. 

Heinrich said he got into his vehicle and drove back to his residence located within the city of Paynesville. 
He sat there for one or two hours and then walked back to the gravel pit were Jacob was still lying on the 
ground. Heinrich said he found skid loader at a construction area right next to the gravel pit. Use the skid 
loader to dig a shallow grave in place Jacob within and return the skid loader. 

Heinrich said that he left Jacob fully clothed however he did take his shoes because he did not feel they 
would decompose. Looking at an aerial map that was taken in 1990, Heinrich placed an X on the map 
where he said he buried Jacob. As he was walking home along County Road 33 he said there is a deep 
ravine on the west side of the road in which she threw the tennis shoes. Heinrich placed another X on the 
map indicating where he felt dump the shoes. Shortly thereafter Heinrich thoroughly cleaned the car that he 
used to abduct Jacob. 


Heinrich said that he did not return to the area where he buried Jacob until approximately one year later in 
October 1990. When he did so he observed part of the red jacket exposed therefore he determined that he 
should dig up the remains of Jacob and reburied them. That evening he did bring out a garbage bag along 
with an Army trenching shovel. He dug up the remains that he could find along with some of the clothing. 

He walked south west to a farm that is now the Beth and Doug Voss farm 7725 business 23 E. Paynesville. 
There he dug a small grave describing it approximately 12 to 14 inches wide and maybe 2 feet deep. There 
he placed the bones of Jacob in the hole and placed his clothing and red jacket on top and buried it. 

Heinrich said he picked that area to buried Jacob because you could see it from Highway 23. He traveled 
Highway 23 quite often therefore he could notice if the area was being disturbed. 

Heinrich believed he may have kept Jacobs traffic vest for a period of time however did destroy it when law 
enforcement was making contact with him in the early 1990’s reference being a suspect in the abduction. 
Heinrich said that he did keep the handcuffs and the firearm used to kill Jacob and acknowledged those 
were the same ones law enforcement recently gained possession of. Prior to being incarcerated he never told 
anybody that he kidnapped and murdered Jacob Wetterling. He never knew the Wetterling’s or their 
children. 

Heinrich said that he is not physically harmed any children since he killed Jacob in October 1989, however 
did indulge in child pornography. He also purchased a video recorder and began filming children that were 



in public. Investigators were not allowed to question Heinrich on any other crimes or possible victims. The 
interview concluded at 10:40 PM. Please refer to the transcript kept by the US attorney’s office in 
Minneapolis for complete details.
